Mientok, August 2%, 1820,.—Since 1 acquainted your 
Excellency, in my dispatch No. 72, of the loss of Batoc 
Roessa. 1 have received intelligence that the three Colo- 
nial Vessels, under command of Lieut. Guichard, (which 
I directed the Brig Pallas to search for and convoy them 


back to Koba) having met at the Kwala ef Pankal Penang, 


eight Pirate Prows, came to engagement with them; that 
af er several hours fighting, one of the Prows, armed with 
two iron three pounders and laden with some packages of 
tin and tin-ores, fell into our hands, while the others took 
flight; that this officer, having to proceed into the Kwala, 
to deliver some military stores off Pankal Penang, received 
information at the lat-er place, that, on the preceding day, 
the Pirates bad captured Aotoc Roessa, and that a number 
of Prows were yet inthe river of Marawang. 


That the Lieutenant, thereupon, working up the river, 
in search of the Pirates, quickly discovered some ‘Prows, 
and beginning to fire on them several others came in 
sight, which afterwards in conjunction defended themselves 
bravely. 


That the bate being continued for some time, the 
Lieutenant had considered it best to drop down with his 
Vessel,to watch the Prirates at the Aste 5 of the Kwala, 
aod, if possible, to blockade them in the river, watil he could 
receive more force. 


Mr. Rosier informed me, that after thia, the Prows which 
were blockaded in the river, were those of Radin Ali and 
Panglima Radjab, and that these Chiefs were in them ; that 
they proceeded up the river 10 the Kampong Ayer Din- 
gin, and there delivered their captured tin and other goods ; 
that they then joined the pirates and threw ap an intrench- 
ment; that from thence they threatened the districts of Ma- 
rawang and Pankal Penang, and bad already burnt several 
_Kampongs round about them, and \astly, that the garrisons, 
owing to the humerous sick, were too weak te be yet able 
to se against this combined force. 


at at the same time that Batoc Rocasa was captured, 
another division of Pirates from the sea coast and of Land 
‘Robbers from the rear made two attacks on Keba, but were

# On Saturday the 27th, at lir.m. the night being 
dark and hazy, the Ship strack on rock, the shock was 
sted, but in the space of five minutes she had passed 
into deep water. ‘the alarm was of course general, and the 
tain (with reason) during the first moments appear- 
ed undecided how to act, for from the known nature of the 
const, should we proceed, it appeared probable that we had 
more rocks to encounter. Fortunately five sails only were 
set at the time, and ‘he wind moderate. While on the rock 
the Ship for a moment lay over on her beam ends, but im- 
mediately righted, The strong carrent, which in conse- 
quence of the light winds, had carried the Ship tothe west- 
ward, here befriended us, and forced her over the rock in- 
to deep water. 

Orders were immediately given for all the sails to 
be laid aback, and to pre \are to let go theanchor, whi. bh was 
soon done. By the violence of the last shock the rudder 
was completely forced off from the Ship; it was therefore 
most providential that we were enabled to anchor in seven 
fathoms water. The fears of all now began greatiy to abate, 
for we felt that if our anchor held we were safe for the 
night. The ship made little or no water, from which it is 
evident that she is cf extraordinary strength. The Captain 
throughout this trying danger displayed the greatest. cool- 
mess and activity, and he was nobly seconded by his Officers 
and Crew. The Carpenters were immediately set to work 
to make a temporary ruddder; we are surrounded on all 
sides by rocks, and must, I think, have come through the 
ply place where a Ship could have got over.” 


Extract of a Second Letter of a later date. 


“On the morning of the sist of January we again got 
under weigh with # boat sounding ahead, but it was seon 
observed that the Ship did not answer her helm; she again 
took the ground; providentially there was little wind, so she 
was 8000 in deep water, the sails were taven in and the an- 
chor let go asecond time. Early on the ist of February, 
the rudder had been altered, and the Ship was agaiu ready 
for the attempt to wash out of this nest of rocas, but the 
wind being light the Captain prudently deferred weighing 
till the following morning. But about 4 P. M. a lar 
Ship hove in sight, and a fine breeze springing up from 
land at the same time, the cable was cut, and we made ail 
sail towards her, firing signal guns of distress at intervals. 
The stranger answered our signals with bjue lights, apd 
about 9 P. mw. we boarded her, the stranger proved to be the 
Cumbrian, bound from China to Bombay. She offered us any 
assistance, but was merely requested to stay by the Moira 
during the night. We continued to make the best of our 
way towards Point de Gaile, but owing to calms and con- 
a winds we did not get into those roads until the fifth. 

Wich a favorable wind we t easily have gone into Co- 
tombo, as the Ship continued to make no water, but the 
want of iron fastenings rendered the rudder nearly useless.” 


Notwithstanding the apparent slight damage the Moira 
had sustained, it was deemed prudent to cause the Ship to 
be taken to Bombay, that she might go into deck, to have 
her keel examined.

It is subject to the Imaum of Muscat, but is surround- 
ed with hostile tribes, who are much oftener at war with 
their neighbours, than at peace. 


The Roadstead is open, and the anch in 7 
fathoms, is on a hard bottom; the landing we found difficult 
enough ; several boate have been upset in the Surf, the N.

Cattle are not all arrived; The Beni-bu-Ali tribe are about

at @ hard squalls, at 5 handed the mainsail, at 5 sounded 
with 50 fathoms of line, and found no bottom, and at $ past 
10 P. ut. (27th by Civil time) the ship struck. 

She was then under the three topsails and foresail 
only. and going 4 knots; her head ss ung round to the 
N. W. when she grounded fore and alt, and fell over 
te port, the current running strong, and sweeving her be- 
dily over the ground. By trimming the sails she payed off 
forward, but in floating again the rudder was tora off from 
the stern post, which gave the whole ship a violent shock. 
A quantity of Salt-petre was thrown overboard to lighten 
her, with butts and other loose things on deck, and getting 
into 6 fathoms she was schored with a cliain cable and lay 
there all night. 

The morni ing, thewed them the breakers on the 
Little Basses s" w hn echoes 4 miles, the ship making 2 
inches water per hour. They continued et an anchor on 
the 29th, SOth, and . lst, fitting the temporary rudder, aad 
weighed at day-light the following morning to go through 
the inner channel, but wéte obliged to anchor — to 
prevent driving on ghore, the current gaing + knots W. by 
8. and the ship not more then 4 miles off shore. Weigh- 
ed agaia, cutting the cable in the hawse, and making ail 
sail off shore, when the Cumbrian was seen, and came to 
her assistance, after which she got safe into Poiat de Galle 
and after landing her Columbo cargo there, proceeded an 


to Bombay. 


It appears that the Passengers all behaved with great 
salmmess and propriety with the exception of ————, whose 
interference io the hour of danger, might be excusable on 
the ground of the common io firmities of human nature, but 
was more likely to distract then to be of service. The 
Passeacers were not landed at Point de Galle, as stated, to 
wait the Ship's retarn from Bombay, which appeared to us 
from the first to be aa absurdity—but all went on to Bonr- 
bay in the Moira, with the exception of two, who joined 
the Cumbrian and took their passage on to Bombay in her.

But this Slavery is not confined to the Pagodas, 
where these women have certain allowances in common 
with the other servants attached thereto; There are nu« 
merous women of this description, some of whom having 
been attached to the Pagodas when young, have resigned 
their allowances therein, and live ty purchasing young 
girl and bringing them up as prostitutes. In the manner, 

apprehend, most of the unfortungte Women have beer 
obtained of whom mention is occasionally made in the 
Newspapers of their having displayéd their talents for 
singing and drinking at the several feasts avd nautches at 
Caloutte and other places. ' 

In conversing with a learned Bramid lately on the 
sabject of these women, liv informed mi» that it was con- 
sidered that if these women were not obtained by purchase 
they could not be procure! at all; that if there were to 
dancing Wowtn in the Pigodas, they would be deserted ; 
and that the advantage of having dem in the Pacoduy' was 
this, that persons coming to the Pagodas to hear there 
women ging are atracted by (he cordmonies of the wore 
stip, and become devoted te the Diety to which the Pa- 
goda is 'edicated. Tueir songs in the Pagodas are gene-, 
rally of an obscene nature ; ry! indeed which they sing 
before European Ladies and Gentlemen are equally so, 
where the women are not warned against singing such songs 
before hand. 

The following is taken from a Decree passed in one 
of the Zillah Courts, by the Judg», in a case which had 
some referecace to the subject of this leer: — 


“The two girls in question were purchased for the 
purpose of bringing them up to her (the Plaintiff's) own 
prefession ag a prostitute, such @ purchase the ‘ ourt' could 
not confirm.

anchor to hence, we observed at this outlet, car- 


rym nineteen large pirate prows, with one , 
To. prow maijing, ta full sail from the coast of o- 
bealij. 

Having the wind and cirrent in the narrow p 
against us, we could watch them in position. The 9 
prows of Radja Akil were reinforced by $ new and mid- 
dling large prows, which were taken the day before; a 
gun-boat was sent off with the wounded, so that there re- 
mained by me yet one cattle-boat, and 8 pinnaces. 

The white saile of our vessels, and the number of 
Rajah Akil’s prows, although badly manned, but placed 
together in good order of battle, made the pirates, yet in 
fear for their safety, keep from the wind, and ni the 
south poiat of Pulo Lepars, and thus to vanish from our 
sight. 

Oa the 12th while under sail, we observed early in 
the morning from the same quarter, three more pirates 
come off, whereou I made chase, but wind and current 
being in their favour, and against us, they escaped ; and I 
pursued the course to Toboalij. 

Oa the 13th in the afternoon, goming into the roads, I 
found the Corvette the Zwalaw,with the troops destined for 
the fort of Teboatij, already arrived from Muetok, and 
which had been waiting my arrival three days since. 

The troops are disembarked there, and for the first, as 
well as possible barracadoed in the old bexting which was 
lately inhabited by natives, but was found deserted on our 

arrival. 

For the third time now our flag is again planted on

again through the Pulo Lepars, along the to Muntok.

We may resson as mach as we like abou! modified 
omeil-pox. and emaii-pex after cow-pox; bet whee the comparison 
comes to be made beiwre> one death in sx, and ene io five thoasand, 
the most determiard encimy of vaccination must be silent Yer this 
is the resul: of the epidemic st Norwich, io the year 1919; aod well, 
therefore, may Mr Cross edvocate the cause of vaccination, snd re- 
gerd it. as the most pow ria! means of pteven'ing mis-ry, and of sav- 
ing hamen life, which Providence has vouchsafed to pat into the 
bands of man.
